Theater  on  campus  takes  form  in  a  variety  of  ways.  In  a  given  year 
productions  can  range  from  large  mainstage  plays  to  far  more 
intimate  shorter  pieces.  For  those  interested  in  a  low  stress-low 
level  commitment  a  drama  board  night  of  scenes  is  a  great  way  to 
get  involved  while  still  fitting  in  with  a  busy  Swarthmore  schedule. 
Night  of  scenes  first  semester  took  place  in  the  intimate  Pierson- 
Hall  theatre  with  the  audience  actually  seated  onstage.  Pieces  for  the 
night  of  scenes  range  from  the  seriously  dramatic  to  the  utterly 
bizarre.  Second  semester  productions  include  an  adaptation  from 
Corneille's  The  Illusion  and  an  excerpt  from  the  moxie  Fight  Club. 
Drama  board  mainstage  productions  offer  a  bigger  scale  and  more 
intensive  experience.  Making  use  of  the  LPAC  stage  to  produce  a 
full-length  play  (like  An  Ideal  Husband)  can  require  the  added 
challenge  of  creating  a  full-size  set  and  costumes  as  well  as  often 
making  use  of  a  larger  cast. 

For  those  interested  in  faculty  supervision  the  Theatre  depart- 
ment also  offers  fair  in  both  small  and  large  venues.  Students  taking 
the  directing  workshops  create  scene  study  pieces  of  their  choosing 
and  present  their  work  three  times  in  the  Frear  Ensemble  Theatre. 
These  pieces  offer  students  a  chance  to  focus  on  the  artistic 
collaboration  process  without  the  stress  of  emphasis  on  production 
values.  Senior  theatre  majors  get  a  chance  to  show  their  sniff  in  the 
annual  Senior  Company  production  in  which  each  major  selects  a 
role  (either  on  or  offstage)  and  together  they  use  a  semester  to 
create  a  piece  such  as  this  yeai'sMinneola  Twins  by  Paula  Vogel. 
Finally,  each  year  the  students  of  the  advanced  acting  workshop  put 
on  a  mainstage  production  directed  by  one  of  Swarthmore1  s  own 
theatre  faculty.
